Document 2 discloses the preparation of an antigen 
formed by the fusion of two peptides, wherein the antigen 
comprises hepatitis B virus core protein (HBcAg) bound to 
a human cytomegalovirus (HCMV) antigen epitope. 

However, from documents 1 and 2 a person skilled in 
the art could not easily deduce a fused antigen in which 
the epitope of a first antigen recognized by a first 
antibody is bound with the antigen for a second antibody. 

Therefore, the inventions set forth in claims 1-9 
are novel, involve an inventive step and are industrially 
applicable.
